“What IS Sierra Madre?” is 
the question with which Gor¬ 
don Whitnall and Associates 
will approach a land use study 
of Sierra Madre, Mr. Whitnall 
told members of the Commu¬ 
nity Coordinating Council, Ki- 
wanis, Lions and Exchange 
service clubs and guests at a 
dinner-meeting June 8 in the 
Woman's clubhouse. 

The occasion was the instal¬ 
lation dinner customarily given 
by the Kiwanis Club in honor 
of new Coordinating Council 
officers with the other service 
clubs cooperating. Mr. Whitnall 
was the principal speaker. He 
was accompanied by his associ¬ 
ates, Mrs. Whitnall and Kay 
Kalicka. 

Retain Town Character 

The City recently entered into 
a contract with the planning 
consultant firm which, at the 
end of a nine-month study will 
submit a map and new zoning 
ordinance. This, Mr. Whitnall 
said, should reflect the wishes 
of the people of Sierra Madre 
in retaining the character and 
personality of the town. 

Groups and individuals will 
bo consulted and public meet¬ 
ings held throughout the period 
of study, he pointed out. In ad¬ 
dition, the consultants will 
serve the Planning Commission 
and the City Council in an ad¬ 
visory capacity during the life 
of the contract. 

Not a “Cure-AU"l 

The new zoning ordinance, he 
emphasized, will not be a cure- 
all for the City’s land-use prob¬ 
lems, even though enforced. It 
will be a major step toward a 
master plan which, as planners 
think of it, would also include 
study and recommendations on 
streets and highways, parks 
and recreation, civic center and 
off-street parking.

Board Sets Division 
Line for Two Schools 


Retains Boundaries for 
Proposed Parking District 


Superintendent o f Schools 
C. A. Skutt presented to t h e 
school board of trustees Tues¬ 
day preliminary budget esti¬ 
mates for the year starting 
July 1 and received board ap¬ 
proval. 

The trustees also set Moun¬ 
tain Trail, between Orange 
Grove and Mira Monte as the 
division line for determining 
Grove and Mira Monte, as the 
new Sierra Mesa school and 
the present City school. 

Elementary school children 
residing on both sides of Moun¬ 
tain Trail and eastward will 
attend the new school. Others 
will attend the present school, 
with the exception of Canyon 
and Marlborough Terrace 
youngsters who receive bus 
transportation. They will be 
assigned by school officials, ac¬ 
cording to the board. 

Superintendent Skutt has esi- 
mated the overall expenses esi- 
mated for the new year to be 
$236,766, slightly under ex¬ 
penses for this year estimated 
to be $238,517. 

The figure is lower, he points 
out, because of heavy capital 
expense this year for play¬ 
ground and off-street parking 
which was approximately $10,- 
000. Extensive capital outlay 
next year is not contemplated, 
he said. Only other anticipated 
increases are in salary raises 
of about $200 per each certifi¬ 
cated person on the teaching 
staff and employment of a cus¬ 
todian for the new school at 
Canyon and Highland, accord¬ 
ing to Skutt. 

Confirmation of estimated in¬ 
come for the year will be forth¬ 
coming from the State between 
July 1 and 15. 

The budget hearing was set 
for 7:30 p.m., Aug. 4. 


Dr. David S. Wood, Caltech professor, was sworn in Tuesday 
night as a City Council appointee at an adjourned meeting at 
which the board also decided to proceed, as planned, with a public 
hearing next Tuesday, June 22, on formation of a parking assess¬ 
ment district here. 

The parking decision was 
pertinent inasmuch as it has 
become generally known that 
one of three parcels designated 
for off-street parking in the 
petition filed Jan. 27 has since 
been leased to a major oil com¬ 
pany by the owner, Dr. John L. 
Woehler. 

Other than instituting con¬ 
demnation suit, the council felt 
that one course might be the 
elimination of the parcel in 
question from the present set¬ 
up and revision of the assess¬ 
ment district boundaries. 

This was not favored. 

A letter from the Chamber 
of Commerce signed by Donald 
H. Jackson, president, and a 
verbal opinion of Albprt E. Mor¬ 
gan, chairman of the parking 
committee appointed by ex- 
Mayor Kinney, strongly urged 
the council to proceed with for¬ 
mation of the district as set 
forth in proposed Ordinance 537, 
published May 13 and 20. 

Morgan stated that in his 
opinion condemnation proceed¬ 
ings should be instituted, if 
necessary, to retain the assess¬ 
ment district boundaries and 
the three "strategically located 
and vitally needed” parking 
areas as originally set forth. 

Total assessment to be spread 
over properties within the dis¬ 
trict would be $50,114.33, inclu¬ 
sive of estimated acquisition 
costs, $42,860; estimated im¬ 
provement costs, $3500, and esti¬ 
mated legal fees and incidental 
expense, $3,754.33. 

The three proposed off-street 
parking areas include that par¬ 
cel back of the City Hall on the 
northeast corner of N. Auburn 
and Montecito Ct., a parcel on 
the northeast corner of N. Bald¬ 
win and Montecito Ave., and 
the Woehler property on t h e 
east side of S. Baldwin above 
Suffolk Ave. 

The city administrator also 
was authorized to proceed with 
necessary improvements to two- 
thirds of the Peters property 
back of the City Hall to pro¬ 
vide temporary off-street park¬ 
ing pending formation of the 
parking district. 

The appointment of Dr. Wood 
to the council post was moved 
by Councilman Charles H. 
James and seconded by Coun¬ 
cilman Harold F. Roberts. Coun¬ 
cilman Lome B. Pratt, in turn, 
nominated Walter H. Goodwin 
who, he pointed out, received 
the highest number of votes of 
the eight defeated candidates 
in the April election of three 
councilmen. 

Pratt said he felt a responsi¬ 
bility to respond to the wishes 
of more than 500 persons who 
voted for Goodwin. Councilman 
Roberts replied that he knew of 
no precedent here for choosing 
councilmanic appointees from 
defeated candidates. 

The vote was three to one for 
Wood, Pratt’s being the dissent¬ 
ing vote.

Winbigler, chairman of the 
North Lima Citizen’s Emergen¬ 
cy Committee for Flood Control, 
Councilman Harold F. Roberts 
will prepare a progress report 
on flood control measures and 
set up a meeting for mid-July. 

Chairmen and two members 
of each of the Citizens’ commit¬ 
tees will be invited to attend, 
he stated Tuesday night at a 
council session. 

Winbigler pointed out that 
citizens’ interest continues high 
inasmuch as flood difficulties 
may be anticipated for another 
six years or more.

Citizens Group

A Citizens Group for Water, 
headed by A. L. Draeger as 
temporary chairman, presented 
to the City Council Tuesday 
night a 3500-word report and 
recommendation resulting from 
a fact-finding study of the lo¬ 
cal water situation. The study 
was instituted after defeat of 
a $110,000 bond issue election 
in April and a public meeting 
on water early in May. 

It has been the Citizens com¬ 
mittee’s purpose to find means 
of financing water system im¬ 
provements without a bond is¬ 
sue or increase in water rates. 

Decision to submit the report 
was reached at a public meet¬ 
ing of interested citizens at the 
City Parkhouse last Thursday 
night. 

A1 Freeland, water depart¬ 
ment superintendent, was pres¬ 
ent to explain the operation of 
the City’s water system and to 
answer questions. Mr. Freeland 
also pointed out the increased 
need for water as various sec¬ 
tions of the city are subdivided.

BOOKS FOR PARENTS 

A great deal of information 
on child development has been 
through scientific research done 
in the Yale School of Medicine 
by Dr. Gesell, in the Institute 
of Child Development at the 
University of California, the 
Pre-School Laboratories at the 
University of Iowa and many 
other centers of learning. Al¬ 
though the result of this re¬ 
search is written in rather tech¬ 
nical form, many books on child 
guidance are very readable and 
can be enjoyed by even the 
“tired housewife.” 

Among the recent books en¬ 
joyed most by mothers at the 
Nursery school are the follow¬ 
ing: 

Your Child and His Problems 
by Dr. Joseph D. Teicher. 

Dr. Teicher is director of the 
Child Guidance Clinic of Los 
Angeles, and a psychiatrist with 
wide background of experience 
in treating emotionally dis¬ 
turbed children. His book is a 
very practical guide. It not 
only helps parents in under¬ 
standing why children behave 
as they do, but gives definite 
suggestions about things to do 
and not to do when faced with 
the every-day problems of liv¬ 
ing with children. He gives 
concrete advice in the areas of 
eating, sleeping, toilet train¬ 
ing, speech problems, jealousy 
and rivalry, fear, sex education, 
sickness and convalescence,, 
family tensions, gifted children, 
sub-normal children, reading 
disability and many other top¬ 
ics. Any parent will profit by 
owning this book. It takes the 
child from infancy to ado¬ 
lescence. , 

Understanding Your Child by 
Dr. James L. Hymes, Jr. 

Dr. Hymes has held profes¬ 
sorships in leading colleges and 
has several small children of 
his own. He states a very clear- 
cut and workable philosophy 
for family living. He under¬ 
stands and appreciates the 
child's viewpoint, but is en¬ 
tirely sympathetic with the 
parents’ dilemma. According to 
Dr. Hymes, being a parent is 
really a lot of fun, and par¬ 
ents will enjoy their children 
more if they make friends with 
them. The book is charmingly 
illustrated and humorous in 
many places. 

How to Help Your Child in 
School by Lawrence and Mary 
Frank. 

Dr. Frank is one of our lead¬ 
ing psychiatrists and educators 
and the father of six children. 
He and his wife, Mary, have 
collaborated on this excellent 
book which helps parents un¬ 
derstand their relationship to 
the school, its curriculum and 
teachers. It tells parents how 
to help their child in his initial 
adjustment toward nursery 
school, kindergarten and pri¬ 
mary grades. It tells the parent 
how to help the child establish 
a healthy relationship toward 
his classmates and school, 
whether or not the school meets 
with the parents’ approval. 

And, of course, don’t forget 
the old stand-bys: 

Infant and Child in the Cul¬ 
ture of Today by Arnold Gesell. 

The Common Sense Book of 
Baby and Child Care by Benja¬ 
min Spock. 

Referring to good books oc¬ 
casionally should not limit the 
parents’ ability to think for 
themselves, but rather increase 
their self-confidence and devel¬ 
op their initiative. 

Also, remember there is no 
substitute for your own com¬ 
mon sense!

I've been thinking that those 
who read this column might 
be interested in knowing more 
about how your Volunteer Fire 
department operates. It is sur¬ 
prising to this writer how few 
really know. 

In the first place, there are 
at least 30 very busy men who 
give their time to the Fire de¬ 
partment. These select fellows 
are locals whose work and in¬ 
terests are centered right here 
in town. They are required to 
be employed within the City 
limits when they apply for 
membership. And they must 
have an understanding with 
their employer that it is per¬ 
missible for them to leave their 
work immediately when the fire 
signal sounds. (To these em¬ 
ployers, the populace owes 
much!) 

There is very little delay be¬ 
cause most of the volunteers 
are at work close at hand to 
the fire station. It is a com¬ 
mon sight to see volunteer fire¬ 
men either hurrying afoot or 
arriving by car at the station 
before the signal has stopped 
sounding. To date, efficiency 
has been high and in virtually 
every case arrival at the scene 
of fire has been prompt enough 
to avoid a major conflagration. 
* * * 

Then, too, improvements and 
repairs to the fire trucks are 
done for the most part by the 
firemen themselves at no cost 
to the City. Some repairs, how¬ 
ever, requiring greater length 
of time, can’t be accomplished 
by the men. After all, they are 
family men and are not expect¬ 
ed to neglect their families or 
their employment. In order 
that their interest be retained, 
an effort is made to promote 
sociability and good fellowship. 
To keep to this policy, the Fire 
department membership 
screens and approves all appli¬ 
cations for membership. This

Los Angeles landscape ex¬ 
perts and nurserymen have 
compiled a list of colorful 
shade trees, both deciduous and 
evergreen, suitable for plant¬ 
ing around Southland homes. 
Each has the extra value of 
producing colorful flowers. 

EVERGREEN TREES 

Victorian Box: Glossy broad, 
evergreen foliage in a large, 
round head that gives dense 
shade. Moderately rapid grow¬ 
er, reaches 25-30 feet. Has clus¬ 
ters of creamy white, fragrant 
blooms in early spring. Cannot 
take heavy frosts. 

Southern Magnolia (Magno¬ 
lia grandiflora): Erect, spread¬ 
ing broad leaf tree of dense 
texture. Slow grower, 30-40 feet 
tall, heavy, dark green leaves, 
with large wax-like scented 
flowers during spring and early 
summer. Hardy, gnows any¬ 
where, but likes fairly rich 
soil and plenty of moisture. 

Evergreen Pears (Pyrus Ka- 
wakaml): Open, irregularly 
shaped head, very easy to train 
to varied forms, gives dappled 
shade. Moderately fast growth, 
20-30 feet tall. White blossoms 
during spring. 

Scarlet Eucalyptus (Eucalyp¬ 
tus ficifolla): .-Grows 30-40 feet 
tall, with a spread of 20-30 feet, 
rather large leaves. Has showy 
flowers in white to salmon, or¬ 
ange and red in summer and 
fall. Prefers coastal climate 
with higher humidity and free¬ 
dom from frost. Growth moder- 
erately slow. 


DECIDUOUS TREES 

Jacaranda (Jaearanda ovali- 

folla): Nearly evergreen, the 
tree loses leaves briefly during 
spring. Moderately fast growth 
to 30-40 feet, with 25-foot 
spread. Fine, feathery foliage, 
with lavender-blue flowers In 
early summer. Unsuitable in 
areas of heavy frost. 

Silk Tree (Albizzla Juiibris- 
sin): Grows rapidly to 30-40- 
foot height, with wide spread 
of ferny-leafed branches. Pink, 
fluffy flowers like pincushions 
in late summer and fall. Hardy, 
suitable In any Southland area. 

Purple Plum (Prunus Pissar- 
dii): An upright tree with dark 
red foliage, about 20 feet tall. 
Grows rapidly, is hardy, gives 
fairly heavy shade. White blos- 
some in early spring. 

Yellow Locust (Tipuana ti- 
pu): An upright, graceful tree 
with lacy foliage, it grows 
rapidly to 35-40 feet. Hardy, 
glevs quantities of yellow flow¬ 
ers in early summer. 

Chinese Flame Tree (Koel- 
reuteria biplnata): A seml- 
declduous tree (similar to Jaca¬ 
randa), it has an irregular, pic¬ 
turesque head. The spreading, 
open foliage produces dappled 
shade, with colorful red seeds. 
Moderate growing speed to 30 
feet. Hardy to frost. 

Red Chestnut (Aesculus car- 
nea): Grows moderately to 25- 
30 feet, with a rounded head 
and rather heavy shade. Large 
leaves make a colorful setting 
for ping to red flowers in late 
spring, is hardy, but like* 
moist soli.

During the period when the 
rash is evident, a slight fever 
may be present and the glands 
behind the ears swollen and 
tender. In rare instances com¬ 
plications such as arthritis and 
neuritis occur but, when they 
do, are seen more often in 
adults than in children. 

The disease is transmitted 
by the nose and throat dis¬ 
charges of infected persons and 
may also be spread by means 
of articles recently soiled. The 
period of contagion extends 
from three to four days before 
the skin eruption appears and 
lasts until it fades. The sick 
person should avoid contact 
with others during this period 
and take precautions to prevent 
the spread of infection. 


After the age of 40, occurrence 
of the disease is rare. 

Symptoms usually appear in 
from 10 to 20 days after the 
exposure of persons susceptible 
to the infection. A slight sore 
throat, mild headache, and loss 
of appetite is followed within 
12 to 36 hours by a blotchy 
rash which undoubtedly is the 
most prominent symptom in 
German measles. It makes a 
sudden appearance on the face, 
spreads to the rest of the body 
and usually fades within three 
days. The rash, which some¬ 
times appears without any 
warning whatsoever, looks 
sometnmg like the one that oc¬ 
curs in measles but more close¬ 
ly resembles that of scarlet 
fever.
